At appro2dciatel7 5:00 p-ci, on Sept. 30| 19^i Hillia/n Baxley, aocomperled 
ly Joel Palxner want to tlio home of PeTr- A. Kruecheveki at 451^J Calves, 
llevr Orleans. if ©re eon fronted' at the door V ^r3. Kraecbevslci who 
asked our identity. After heing inforaed of our prirpoae, ehe left the 
door and re turned soTeroi minutes later, b'e entered the house on her 
invitation and were informed that Reverend ICrusobevski was not there- 
hut that ho wag on the phone. (We heard no phone rin^.) 

l!r# Boxley spoke i^ith the Eevemed and arranged to meet him in a few 
minutes at the comer of Loyola and Calhoun. Ko dcove to the location 
snd were approached Krusohevski, a man in his sixties with a very 
odd appearance. His hair is possibly a wi^ and is dyed a reddish 
brovm. He sports a Hitler-like mustache and dresses in a maimer not 
in keeping with hie economic Btatua. 

Ilr, K. entered the car and appeared quite cooperative* Mr. Boiley 
questioned him re^ardSng: tSie house he mmed ch at 1713 Calhoun in 
1962 ath the time cf Robert Perrin's death. I* remembered the in- 
cident and ol aimed never to have been questioned by the police. 

He described Perrin as a man about fifty-five with gray hair. He 
described ITanoy Perrin as bein^ about thirty- five €Le-?4 and quite 
thin. He said that she was not attractive In his opinion. 

Vr, Km said that the Perrins lived there for three or four mont^ and 
were not outstanding in any way. !Phey never caused a disturbance. 

He did not know where either worked or anything about their lives 
.prior to moving to that address. 
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When asksd about the people who lived in the apartEent next to the 
Perrins', Mr. K. related the following story to usi 

A la.6y about 45 years old and appearing to be a nurse or waitress 
occupied the apartment for an undetermined leng/th of time. She 
then announced to 3^!r. K* that she was leaving and a man was taking 
over the apartment* Btr. K, claSims never to have seen the man and that 
he lived there for two aohths without pa^'tng the rent* Hr* K* saye that 
he went over several tiines to confront the man whom he says h was not 
known to him name and to collect the rermt. Hr* E* saya that he 
"wrote several times to Mr. >ralker(an obvious/ slip)" to demand the 
rant. He finally served an ©vidtion notice on this unkncfim gentle- 
man and forced him to move, 

Hr. K, stated tJiat he thought the man was an engineer because he had 
equipment in the apariiRent. When we inquired as to whei?bor it was 
radio equipment, l^r* K. answered affirmatively, H© said that he 
thought there wore "three or four sets" thorc* 

Hhen asked if his two cons were available for cruestioning E, 
was quite evasiva. E© finally gave us there names explaining that 
they could b© of little htlp. fhey ara Saiuuel Krusch who Hr. K, 
ssys spent 3 years in Isreal during the early sixties. He could not 
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furnish 113 ifith his purposs fpr that stsji k check cf the 19^0 oitj 
dtrcctczy has Vir* Krasch listed ae a real estate salesman for Isahcllo 
BeBIauc on Ursuline St, He apcarentl^ liircs at the 451^ Galvci^ St, 
address curTentlj, The otJxer sen is Gerald Xeadall who resides at 
27 dS GoliiJeiim and was alledgedlj a m^mhar of- the Hritish armed forces 
in Hlfll, 

llr, Kp trae then nsk^ Ih;, If he knew . At 

first he said no andthen told no that Bannister^ had one© sent a 
representative to him to in<Tuire about renting an ap^tment* He thought 
thatthe rep, was a lady from Chop Jbrri son's office, Ee stated that 
the apartment vae never rented, l!r, K, stated that he thought that 
there was a piysicaL resemblanoe betifeen Bannister end Perrin, 

Jlr, Boxley then asked 21r, K, whether he know David 5‘errie, Again 
there waa a negative reply but H, later expressed his opi/nion on 
■Farrie's death saying that it vias strange that "such a young man 
should suddenly die", Ke stuted that he thought that too little at^ 
tention had been given to Perrie’s death by the press and the D,A, 'e 
office, 

K, denied any knowledge of Clay Shaw, 

I3r* K. lists himself as a Rabbi in the dirootozy but an appraisal of his 
house would not indicate/ any sign of the Jewish religion, The most 
notable inconsistency is the rather strange Buddha which rests on a 
table. He has none of the obvious signs of a roliglotis man, 

Kr. wife's appearance was as odd aa his. She wore a headband in 

the manner of an American Indian and a silk "gypsy ^like" 

dress. Her hair is also obviously and incongruously dyed.

QUZsblOI^S CCMMEN'TS ARISING FROM FOREGOING IJOCUI^IENTS ANALYSIS: 

1 ' r ' 

Policemen GUELDNER and KRAS NO FF report receiving a call for an 
aicihu lance at 1:35 a.m, on August 23, 1962. Sgt. DRU^-IM and 
HOWLEY quote these policemen as having "handled^' an attempted 
suicide at about 1:30 a-m. The Coroner's office Day Record 
Item No, 14040 states the victim was received at Charity Hospital 
at 4:15 a,m. and died at 6:05 a.m. mn DID It REQUIEE 
APPROXIMATELY TWO HOURS AND FORTY -FIVE MINUTES to get the victim 
to the hospital? 

This time element between 4; 15 a-m. admission and 6:05 death is 
further substantiated by the official Death Certificate notation 
(12 e) of 2 hours and 10 minutes "length of say in hospital or 
institution", although the same space on the Leitz-Eagan Funeral 
Home Work Sheet shows five hours. 


2- The police reports state an ambulance was called and conveyed 
the victim to charity Hospital. However, the Coroner's Office 
Day Record states the victim was "Brought CH by police car 22 
Sgt, Gueldner and Ptn, Krasnoff." 

3* Police reports make no mention of 1713 Calhoun Street being an 
upstairs apartment in a four-plex dwelling, and, in fact, seem 
to imply that the victim was in a dov^nstairs apartment, because 
no mention is made of officers proceeding upstairs, while note 
is made that officers overheard groans from a "front side window-'^ 


4, Police reports of the original telephone call to Sgt. L, A, 
BOUDREAUX Of State Police Troop B (who then called Ptn. JOHN 
HAMILTON of Central Communications Division) make no reference 
to the caller having said anything about poison. However, 
Coroner's Office Day Record states : "At 1:35 a.m. someone*, 

called Sgt- Boudreaux of State Police and said he needed help 
as. he just took some poison and gave the above address." The 
STATES-ITEH news story also said "A 41-year-oId man who called 
state police early today saying he had taken poison, died at 
6:05 a, m, today at Charity Hospital" However, the TIMES -PIC AY'UNE 
story of the next day (Aug, 29) says nothing of the victim's 
alleged claim that he had taken poison. The TIMES -PICAYUNE 
story also placed the time of the call to state police head- 
quarters at 1:25 a-m- 

Sl Sgt, DRUMi^'s report indicates that Sgt, GUELDNER and PTN. KRASNOFF 
were aided upon entering the apartment by Ptn, J- OLSEN and T, 
PARTA, and GUELDNER and KRASNOFF state that Field Supervisor 
MAJ, WILLIAM McNamara and Platoon Ccmma nder Sgt, ANTHONY POLITO 
"were on the scene and supervised the investigation," 

WAS THIS NOT AN UNUSUAL NUMBER OF POLIOEI-IEN PLUS DEP.ARTMENT 
BRASS AND AMBULANCE ATTENDANTS to get a simple suicide attempt 
by poinsoning victim to the hospital? 
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Xt is questionable that the victim could have been so lucid 
and- enunciated eo clearly in his telephone call to Sgt. BOUDESi^UX 
at 1;25 only to have lapsed fnto a coma from which he 

never recovered consciousness^ culrninating in death four and 
one-half hours La ter ^ 


On Monday# November 13, at Felix' Restaurant, DR- FRANK MINYARD 
told the undersigned (in company with WILLIAM F- TURNER of 
Ramparts Magacine) that the Coroner Autopsy Protocal report 
was conspicuous by its failure to list and analyse the esophagus 
or trachea, DR, MINYARD said that had ether been consumed in 
liquid form, the throat would have been raw and burned. Had it 
been voluntarily inhaled, similar burning of the passages would 
have occurred; and had a tube or other foreign object been 
employed to administer the arsenic forcibly, these same passages 
would have been tramatised, 

IK THIS REGARD , there is a noteworthy addenda to the Death 
Certificate on file wdth the city*s Bureau of Vital Records, 

At the bottom of Item 17 and top of Item 19b, there has been 
added by typewriter: ''9/18/62 Altered by Holmes* Clearance by 

Coroner," and "Ingested Ethyl ether," This entry seems to 
suggest that somewhere, though not yet made available to this 
office, there may be a later analysis of organs substantiating 
the phrase "ingested Ethyl ether" - If so, it was not supplied 
the victim's mother, MRS, ELMER PERRIN, either, for only the 
unsigned autopsy protocal (here attached) and a toxicology 
report dated October 2, 1962, signed by JOHN KOCK, Criminologist, 
and DR, MONROE S. SAMUELS, Toxicologist, were sent her on 
October 22, 1962, The toxicologist report makes no mention of 
ether , 


DR* MINYARD also told the undersigned in the presence of WILLIAM 
F, TURNER that for twenty years the New Orleans Coroner's Office 
had been party to an ''arrangement" with Lloyd Eagan of Laitz- 
Eagan Funeral Home whereby bodies from the city morgue were 
released to the Laitz-Eagan establishment for the latter's 
—collection of social security fees (now up to approximately $200) 
for the burial of each body, DR, MINYARD Indicated that a number 
of statutory regulations had been glossed over lightly or 
neglected in the process of "obtaining" bodies to meet this 
commitment, and that the arrangement" extended from the late 
DR, CHETTA , personally, down through and including DR, MEDINA 
and CORONER'S INVESTIGATOR SAM MORAN, among others in the 
Coroner’s Office, 

DR* MINYARD 's foregoing allegations were confirmed and elaborated 
on by a confidential source (one to whom JI*M aARRisON personally 
sent the undersigned, who asked not to be identified with the 
information except verbally to JIM GARRISON), and such source 
added that the recent appointment of DR, RAYBUR.I'T to Coroner 
involved specific urging upon the Governor by REPRESENTATIVE 
EAGAN, and that DR. RAYBURN'S appointment included the stipula- 
tion that SAM MORAN be kept in his assignment of Coroner's 
Investigator if DR, RAYBURN were to be appointed. 
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It is suggested that such a long-standing "arrangement"" -between 
the Coroner Office and LEITZ-EAGAJJ Puneral Home creates* an 
atmosphere and environment conducivs to pressures' and coercions 

* which tould have led to the grossest malfeasances in cprinection- 
with bodies and autopsies, 

9, Two pieces of evidence of greatest importance to this investigation 
the .suicide, note - or a copy thereof; and thevictim'S original 
flngerprinte, .as taken at the autopsy by "Lanfijue B of I 3-23-62" 
according to the Coroner's Day Record have not been retained, 
RICH=iRD J, TORRES, .executive secretary of the Coroner's Office, 
states that one set of fingerprints were sent to the FBI and 
"verified" (although no record of verification was produced) and 
that the other was sent to the "Veterans Administration", In 
connection with this it is noteworthy that just two weeks after 
NAHCY PERRIH RICH testified before the Warren Commission on 
June 2, 1964, the Federal Bureau of Investigation wrote the !7ew 
Orleans Coroner's Office and requested all records concerning 
the death of ROBERT L* PERRIN from August 28, 1962, nearly two 
years after they had "verified" the fingerprints, according to 
TORRES , 

10- The Coroner's Office Property Book discloses that the victim's 
property, consisting of "cards and raise, papers, 2 sets of keys 
and 2 keys", was picked up and signed for (in the identifiable 
hand signature of NANCY E, PERRIN) on August 30, 1962- The book 
states that this property was picked up at the home by PHOTO- 
GRAPHER PETE SCHUSTER, who investigated the case for the Coroner's 
Office. SCHUSTER previously had told the undersigned that 
NO ONE from the' Coroner ' s Office investigated the case at the 
home, but merely had received facts from the Police Department* 

Across the right side face of the property book sheet is written: 
'♦SOC" and beneath that three-^letter notation is written: 

"007 — ^34 — 6X20"- RICHARD J, TORRES identified that notation, 

-which is encircled in ink, as "The victim's social security 
number"- Pressed, MR* TORRES reaffirmed that SOC 007-34-5120 
■was the. victim's social security number , 

However, as can be ascertained from the death certificate, and 
verified by records of Crescent Construction Co*, whgre he worked , 
ROBERT L* PERRIN'S social security number was 552-32-5704. It 
is recommended that MR, TORRES be re-ihtervievred until it is 
learned what SOC 007-34-5120 actually stands for- It is not 
identical to any of the records numbers on the Coroner's Log 
Book or in police reports on the case* 

MR* TORRES was visibly shaken during this interview, and stated 
that "some nut in the DA 's office (meaning the undersigned) was 
off his rocker in pushing this inquiry." 





11 I Police reports by Sgt. DRUS^M voice a question over there 

having been no container found in the death apartment which 
had held arsenic. Later, on August 28, Sgt, pRUM!’! indicates 
he was shown a brown paper bag by bET, ^ICK CKETTA containing 
six bottles of pills and capsules, which were to be sent to 
the laboratory for analysis. But, there is no results record 
of such analysis. In fact, the EOTIRE POLICE DEPARTflEKT JACKET 
on this case is missing- Furtheriivore , according to DET- HAMILTON^ 
(whose search for same the undersigned observed) STATES TIE 
EOTIRE YEAR OF 1962 of cases similar to^ this is missing. There 
never was a discovery of any evidence that arsenic had been 
inside the death apartment except the four ounces found inside 
the victim. 


12- SGT- DRUM:4 pointedly questioned the coincidence that the suicide 
note mentioned an ’^ART" who telephoned the victim probably was 
the same ART WISE, state police lieutenant, who identified the 
body of the victim, and that State Police Headquarters — not the 
City Police— were called when an ambulance was needed- (It also
